Britain's Support 
Of Yugoslavia For Soot 
In 
V.N. 
Max Brave To Be 
Smart Action

Creal Britain is being cilticized 
in the United States for supporting 
Yugoslavia’s addition to the United 
Nations Security 
Council, 
which 
could turn out to be a very smart 
action. 
There I* a tendency in the United 
States to speak of “ splits'’ on tac- 
tlcal diveisities in almost the same 
tone of voice in which fundamen­ 
tal difference* between the Allies 
are discussed. But thete is a vast 
difference 
between 
differences 
o 'e r procedure and over strategy, 
such as that between Britain and 
the United States in the Far East. 
Major Agreement Ignored 


Oddly enough, the reason* given 
by Britain and others for support­ 
ing Yugoslavia against the Ameri­ 
can choice of the Philippines hsve 
skipped what seems to me to he 
the major argument in favor of 
Yugoslavia's seating. 
Soviet 
R us*ia 
proposed 
Yugo­ 
slavia a* a compromis# after being 


beaten on Poland. Russia is trying 
to consolidate recent surface re­ 
newal of friendship with 
Yugo­ 
slavia. To many Westerners, that 
is reason enough for them to op­ 
pose. 
Another Is that, even after the 
Cominfotm break in 1918. Yugo­ 
slavia continued to vote in con­ 
formity with the Communist bloc 
in the U. N. But the tests were 
largely on social and ideological 
matters. Since she had no veto, her 
presence on the Security Council 
in 1950 meant merely one vote 
against the decision, in Russia's 
absence during a walkout, to resist 
aggression in Kotea (Incidentally, 
what happened to Russia during 
that walkout might well be remem ­ 
bered by France now.) 
19(8 Agreement 
Probably the chief reason for 
British and British Commonwealth 
support for Yugoslavia is their de­ 
sire to keep in effect the 1918 
gentlemen's agreement for regions
